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Climate 


Dodge City Climate 

Dodge City is situated in the Southwestern part of the state and 
enjoys partial sunshine year-round. However, the same elevation 
which provides cool summer nights can also bring some chilly wanter 
temperatures and occasional snow. Be prepared for temperature 
extremes. Remember your swimsuit and shorts for those warm 
afternoons, and don’t forget a parka and gloves (you won’tneed them 
often, but you’ll be glad to have them when you do). , 

Daytime high temperatures range from 40s and SOs in the winter 
to 80s and 90s in the summer. Winter lows are typically in the 20s; 
while summer lows are in the 50s and 60s. The average first freeze 1S 
around October 19 and the last frosty night is approximately April 23. 

Annual precipitation for this areas is about 20 inches, the majority 
of which is received in spring.

Reserving a Room A So 
Room reservations are made by completing a Housing Application 
and returning it with a $100.00 deposit to:

The $100.00 deposit guarantees that a room will be assigned to 
you before the start of the fall semester. The deposit is also used to 
Secure any damages a student might cause to the residence hall. At the 
end of the school year, ifno damage is done to the room, $95.00 of the 
deposit will be refunded to the student. The temaining $5.00 will be 
use for activity fees. Students on financial aid and/or on scholarship 
are also required to make this deposit. 

_ Students who lived on campus during the spring semester and 
wish to reserve their same room for the next Fall, or make a change 
must notify the housing office. 

New students will be assigned a room after June 15th and before 
August 1, upon receipt of their application and deposit. 

IMPORTANT: The first Payment of $450 is due when the 
student initially checks into the hail. Students on financial aid and/or 
on scholarship are also Tequired to make the first payment prior to 
checking into the residence hall. If you have not checked into your 
assigned room by the day classes begin, your room assignment will be 
canceled and your deposit will be forfeited.

Housing Director 

The residence hall is managed by a Housing Director, who isaided 
by an Assistant Director and Resident Assistants RAs. The Director, 
a professional housing staff member, is responsible for the adminis- 
‘ation of college regulations along with housing policies. The Direc- 
tor coordinates activities in the residence halls, while also supervising 
and training of the Resident Assistant staff. 

Your Director encourages the development of a community 
atmosphere within your hall, and acts as a liaison between the 
Tesidence hall and other College offices. 


Assistant Director 

The Assistant director helps the Director coordinate activities in 
the hall, as well as supervising and training of RA’s. Your Assistant 
Director supervises the maintenance of residence hall along with 
enforcing college and housing policies. 


Resident Assistant 
Each floor is staffed by an RA, a student who works for the 
Ousing departmentand is responsible for your floor and its residents. 
2ach RA is primarily concemed with the welfare of the students 
On his/her floor. They help to enforce hall and College policies, and 
disseminate campus information. The first person you should see 
when you have a problem is your RA—if he or she can’t help (and 
you'll be surprised by how often they can!), they will point you in the 
Nght direction.
